The bill was passed by the house by a 
handsome majority It was recommended 
by Governor Terrell, and wil] undoubted- 
ly receive his approval, so that yester- 
day’s action by the senate assumes the 
establishment of the school. 

Senator Candler, in one of the ablest 
speeches ever heard on the senate floor, 
led the fight for the Dill He presented 
argument that was convincing. He was
